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the returns in the manner specified by law, and such 
corrected returns Shall forthwith be returned to the 
canvassers for their further action ; and for the recep-
tion of such returns the board may adjourn for a time 
not exceeding two days." 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication..

is hereby amended, so as to read as follows, to wit: 
"There shall he held at Madison, in the supreme court 
room, two sessions of the supreme court in each year, 
to be called the February and September terms. The 
February term shall commence on the first Tuesday 

• of February, and the September term shall commence 
on the second Tuesday of September, of each and. 
every year." 

SECTION 2. This act shall be in force from and after Return of pro- 
cess, (ft. 

' the third Tuesday of June next, and all writs, process 
and proceedings made before this act is in force, re-
turnable to the June term of said court, shall be 
deemed and taken to be returnable to the September 
term.
